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The Tariff. 


In the course ot his speech at the 
banquet of the American Protec- 
tive Tariff League, the Hon. Wm. 
McKinley said: 

“As showing the condition of 
agriculture under the revenue tariff 
policy prior to 1824, I beg to read 
you an extract from a speech made 
by Thomas Ewing. a Senator from 
Ohio, in 1832, in defense of the sys- 
tem of protection:” 

“In short, every portion of the 
world was searched by our intelli- 
gent merchants, and all combined 
did not furnish a market adequate 
to our surplus productions Every 
farmer in Ohio long knew and felt 
the pressure consequent on this 
state of things. Year after year 
their stacks of wheat stood un- 
threshed, scarcely worth ihe man- 
ual labor of separating the grain 
from the straw. So iow was it re- 
duced in comparison with manu- 
factured articles that [have known 
forty bushels of wheat given for a 
pair of boots. Such was the state 
ofthings in the western country 
prior to and at the time of the re- 
virion of the tariff of 1824.” 

“This indicates the condition 0! 
the farmer under the low-tarifl 
period prior to 1824, and makes 
clear the motive and action of the 
agricultural States in favoring the 
protective tariff ofthat year. Forty 
bushels of wheat for a pair of boots 
under the revenue tariff policy 
now advocated by the Democratic 
party in the so-called interest ol 
the farmers. Forty bushels of 
wheat to-day after thirty years of 
protection and scven months after 
the passage of the tariff of 1890 
will buy not a pair ot boots alone, 
but an entire suit of clothes and 
hat in addition, and with overalls 
and rubber boots. The home mar- 
ket created by increased manu- 
factories encot.raged by a protec: 
tive tariff has changed the condi- 
tion of the agriculturist of the 
country to their advantage and 
profit. 

“The system bas given to the 
farmers of this country, whether 
they grow cotton or corp, wheat 
or wool, the best domestic market 
any where offered, has given to our 
people a diversity of employments, 
to our industries a wider range, 
to our labor better wages, than 
can be found anywhere else. It 
has accorded to genius, skill ana 
invention, encouragement, and to 
the whole country a marvelous 
development in all that goes to 
make a nition rich and strong, 
progressive and prosperous. 

' “ To-day, aside from the men who 
labor in shop or mine, no class of 
our citizehs are so deeply inter- 
ested in the maintenance of a pro- 
tective system as the farmers. 
They sell 92 per cent. of all their 
products at home, and every mile 
of transportation saved is money 
made. There is no portion of our 
people except labor which would 
be so seriously aflected in income 
aud profits from the policy of free 
trade as the farmers of the United 
States. The recent census shows 
the remarkable growth of agricul- 
ture in the last ten years under 
protection. In one department of 


agriculture, that of truck wiring 


the progress made is almost phe- 
nomenal. Upward of $100,000,000 
are invested in this industry, the 
annual products reaching a value 
of $76,517,155 on the farms after 
paying freights and commissions, 
realized upon 534,440 acres of land. 
There are employed iu this indus- 
try 216,765 men, 9,254 women and 
14,874 children, aided by 75,866 
horses and mu’es and $8,971,206 70 
worth of implements.’ This vast 
industry could not be possible ex- 
cept with a home market. The 
prodacts are perishable; they would 
not stand tong shipmens; must be 
consumed. when ripe, and are of 
little value except to home cdn-: 
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DEER HUNTING IN THE ANUES | 


South American Indians Seize 6"Y Ad- 


vantage Over Them They ©2®- 

The manner in which the South Amer- 
ican Indians hunt deer iri the Cordil- 
leras is very interesting and somewhat 
ingenious, says the Detroit Free Press. 
They first ascertain the locality ™ 
which the animals congregate to graze, 
and then the men, women, and old 
children of the tribe make extensive 
preparations to hem in the herd. In 
order to cause a stampede they blow 
horns, yell, and make other bewildering 
and outlandish noises. AS @ natural 
consequence the frightened deer quit 
their grazing places. They form inline 
in regular marching order, the elder 
males leading the way, followed by the 
females and young, while the rear of 
the column is brought up by the young 
bucks, who act as protectors to the 
centers. 

The Indians now close in on them, 
seeing which the animals prepare to do 
battle for their lives. The hunters then 
proceed to prepare the instruments of 
destruction, consisting of large lances, 
resinous torches, and nooses fixed to 
long poles. 

The worst enemy of the deer is the 
jaguar and wildeat, and their animosity 
to them is such that they have been 
known to leap over a hunter in order to 
attack either of these feline foes. The 
Indians knowing this, employ it to 
ereat advantage during these hunts. 
The women stuff a number of 
jaguar and cat skins, which are placed 
in prominent positions on the edge of 
precipices, in full view of the deer. Im- 
mediately the bucks makea violent ef- 
fort to get at them, in order to hurl 
them into the abyss beneath, but are 

s by the wily 
hunters, who push them over the cliffs, 
where they are quickly hamstrung or 
otherwise disabled by the women, who 
are stationed below.- After the first on- 
slaucht on the stuffed fivures ‘the re- 
maining deer seem to recognize the fact 
that they have been tricked and hud- 
die together, awaiting another attack. 

Then the Indians throw lighted 
torches among them. and a panic ensues.- 
Chey make desperate efforts to escape, 
but the relentless hunters drive them 
over (ie crags until they see that a suf- 
ficit.t° number have been captured— 

lly four or five hundred. They do 

.t usually harm the females andfawns 
and also ellow a few bucks to escape. 
Very seldom isa doe killed, and if a 
fawn is captured it is immediately lib- 

‘rated. The flesh is eaten by the In- 
dians and also carried to the village to 
be sold, whale the skins are either pur- 
ehased by dealers or made up into va- 
rious articles by those who assisted in 
their capture. * 


MENNONITES OF RUSSIA. 


The Hardships of a Christian Sect Under 
the Czar's Government, 

The Mennonites of Russia, as well as 
Hebrews, are complaining of the sever- 
ities of the ezar’s government, and, but 
for the obstacles to their emigration, 
the whole body of them would probably 
some to this country. They are.a 
Christian sect over three centuries old, 
and hold a baptismal doctrine not recog- 
uzed by the orthodox Greek church, 
into which the government has tried to 
drive them. 

The Russian Mennonites, who num- 


}ber only about 60,000, took up their 


habitation in southern Russia, near the 
sea of Azov, about a century ago, ex- 
plains the New York Sun, having then 
ieft Prussia on account of the hardships 
to which they were subjected. They 
are a peaceful, intelligent, virtuous and 
industrious people and they have en, 
ioyed rare prosperity in that region. 

The main trouble of the government 
with them grows out of their religious 
principle of non-resistance and their re- 
fusal to render military service. Fora 
long period of time they were exempt 
from service by the decrees of the czars, 
but this privilege was withdrawn twen- 
ty yearsago. They then obtained per- 
mission to leave Russia within a speci- 
fied time. 

In,1873 they began to take advantage 
of it, and several thousand of them 
found refuge in this country. The first 
colonies went as farmers to Kansas and 
Minnesota? where they purchased land 
and got along finely. The czar seeing 
their dctermination modified his decree 
of conscription, and gave orders that, in 
time of war, they should be required 
only to render service in the military 
hospitals. The granting of this privilege 
and the expiration of the period durnng 
which they were allowed to emigrate 
stopped the mennonite movement to 
America. The whole body of them was 
desirous of leaving Russia, as they left 
Prussia a century ago. 

Now again they are suffering hard- 
ships through the operation of the con- 
scription law and through the czar’s de- 
termination to bring them into the ortho- 
dox fold. If permission could be obtained 
by them to leave Russia they would fol- 
low those of their brethren who came 
here eighteen years ago.

ing severe storms. 

The third stage is growing in upon 
the Great Basin and millions of sheep 
are feeding over the country between 
the Sierras and the plains. The dif- 
ference to the trading portion of the 
community is very marked. Where 
cattle cost but a few cents per head a 
vear each, sheep is worth at least. a 
dollar per annum to the country that 
supports it. Men are required to be 
in constant attendance day and night 
and other men must carry their pro- 
visions, move their camp when one 
place is fed out, etc. wice a year 
the sheep are sheared, dipped and 
doctored, and every week they are 
given salt, and all the money these 
‘things cost are spent at the nearest 
village, so that a transition from a 
cattle toa sheep country is a decided

men are combining the two and find 
that they can hold their feed better by 
keeping sheep on the outskirts of their 
ranges and marking out a barren belt 
between them and their neighbors. 
Ten sheep will feed off the ground re- 
quired for one cow, and the former 
can be driven to a feeding place when 
storms set in when the other could 
not be found.

California was near by and 
the wealth so easily won was carried 
away or gambled off to those who in- 
vested it in other States. 

However the miners day was broken 
into longago by the cattle man and 
now although all classes are the best 
of friends, the farmer begins to assert 
himself and there are to-day more 
people who expect to live and die here 
than there ever weré)before. The

A LASTING ADVANTAGE 


To all classes. The State will not be 
less a mining State, but more, when 
we have both agriculture and manu- 
factures. Heretofore Nevada has been 
like*the toper who took a drink of 
grog instead of a beefsteak when he 
felt himself in need of support. Most 
of her people, when times were dull, 
instead of going to work to build up 
some farming .section or developin 
some. permaneut industry, woul 
begin to inquire for a boom in stocks 
and wonder where it would strike and 
how they could get in. 
Even now after abundant experi- 
ment has been shown that our soil 
and climate are well adapted to the 
support of a much greate: population, 
our citizens do not see bow it can be 
made wr Bees gba. The question 
is immediately asked, when any one 
proposes a close settlement of the 
State, what a man could do with his 
crop after he had raised it.. The out- 
side markets are far away and freights 
are high. Even the mines in our own 
State can import produce from a long 
distance at as cheap arate as they can 
from districts near by avd the prous- 
pect for an export trade seems hope- 
less. ‘The same arguments would have 
applied with equai force to Lllinois and 
Indiana to California and every other 
country that has become civilized. 
Observation has convinced me that 
the new comers in a country are the 
men that get rich, while the later ar- 
rivals are found speculating on what | 
they would be worth if they could 
have been there in the early days 
when property was cheap and every- 
thing it produced was high. If the 
people in 7 section of the world had 
sat hopelessly down and said, ‘‘there 
is no use of trying to raise crops un- 
less there is some one waiting to buy 
them,’’ we would be still living in 
caves and eating our rabbit raw. But 
experience shows that a certain num- 
ber of settlers can support a black- 
smith shop, and as they add to their 
numbers they can afford a ductor and 
a shoernaker ; still growing larger they 
induce @ store to come -in and after 
while a preacher and a lawyer, all 
finding ample encouragement in the 
natural wants of the people around 
them. lt would be exactly the same 
in Nevada, and if its population were 
doubled it would have no difficulty in 
in retaining the services of three and 
perbaps four times as large a class of 
dependents as it now has, in the way of 
professional men, manufacturers, cap- 
itulists, pleasure seekers, etc. There 
would be action and reaction, and by 
one thing helping another we would 
soon have more railroads, factories for 
making our wool into clothing, shops 
for manufacturing our agricultural and 
mining machinery and we would have 
a prosperity second to that of no coun- 
try on earth. | 
Diversified industries insure the 
reatest prosperity, and in a country 
ike this where the precious metals are 
found everywhere in more or less rich- 
ness, the laboring classes would find 
an outiet for their surplus energies 
that is afforded in no other locality. 
With a large population deyoted to 
agriculture and manufacturing there 
would be a reserve to draw labor from 
which could provide the means. for 
working hundreds of bodies of ores 
which now lie undeveloped.

scénes depicted in the old testament. It 
is said that the Afghans are one of the

When atrabilarious Hamlet, in his

Simulation of virtue, though far in- 
ferior to the real article, is still: the 
next best thing to it, just as whitewash, 
though much inferior to marble, is yet 
greatly superior to dirty nakedness. 

It is very desirable that all men and 
all women should stand together on 
the very highest plane of goodness; but 
the largest portion of*them do not— 
probably never will. It is dnhreasona- 
ble to expect that the mass of humanity 
will be steadily aligned on the most ad- 
vanced standards of morality, especial- 
ly when those standards are pushed for- 
ward as rapidly asthey have been in the 
more recent centuries. Ethics is a con- 
stantly developing science. What was 
a high grade of morality in the eigh- 
teenth century would be. avery ordi- 
nary one to-day; just as the man who, 
in our colonial times, would have been 
regarded as neat and cleanly in his per- 
son,. would seem a good deal.of a sloven 
to-day. Then, as now, meniand women 
would assume to be much cleaner, mor- 
ally and physically, than they really 
were, and by sheer force of persistence 
and habit became really cleaner than 
they at first pretended to be.
